The correspondent of Lhe Boston Post
lately published a report of a conversation
held with the President relative to the Stanton-
Bheridan imbroglio, which gratitied the Presi-
dant very;muoh,and the writer, in consequence,
was favored with the correspondence in ques-
tion, sa a mark of Presidential regard. The
Herald being now intensely Johunsonian, was also
aingled out for special favor.

The combination urging McCulloch’s removal
is conceded to be deteated, as the Inleltigencer
this morning contained an editorial highly eulo-
gistic of McCulloch, snd deprecating his re-
moval as n calamity which ahould not be In-
flicted upon the country at the present time.
